INTRODUCTION AND ARGUMENT, 


Laius being childless consulted the oracle of A- 
which warned him that if he had a son, he should eq 
that son’s hands (711—714, 1175). On the birtb of 
therefore he desired Jocasta to destroy the babe; but 
not having the heart to do this, gave it to a shepherd s 
(1029) to make away with (1174); who took it to Mc 
Cithzron with its feet> piereed through and tied toge 
(1084, 1349); and there falling in with a shepherc 
Polybus, king of Corinth, in pity gave the child to 
to take away to his own land (1178). The child 
adopted by the king Polybus and Merope (775) who v 
childless (1024), and brought up as their son (1021—10 
One day at a feast a drunkard taunted him with not bi 
their genuine son (779); and as they did not satisfy | 
when he questioned them on the subject, he (787) secr 
went to Delphi to consult Apollo. The oracle me 
answered that he was destined to kill his father and m: 
his mother: and to avoid, as he thought, al] chance of 
he would not return to Corinth. Travelling alone thro: 
Phocis (733) he met in a narrow road (1399) Laius i 
chariot (who was also going to Delphi, to ask, Eur. Ph 
86, whether his son was really dead.) A quarrel hav 
arisen, CEdipus, not knowing who he was, killed L: 
and his «jput or tpoxnAdrys, and attendants (752, 7 
818), except one slave who escaped (118, 756). Het 
travelled on into Beotia, and came to Thebes (736); wi 
Creon, the queen’s brother, himself a descendant of C 
mus, succeeded to the throne of Laius. Thebes was1 
in great distress from the Sphinx; a winged animal |

Just then Creon 
s from his mission, and says that the pestilence is 
e of the murder of Laius, and that Apollo requires 
is be avenged. (&dipus, surprised at the murder of 
ing having been neglected by the Thebans, under- 
o search for the murderer (87—146). The Chorus

ie 2. Cidipus denounces with curses any one who 
ig about the murder refuses to declare it (216— 
Meantime by Creon’s advice (288, 555) the old 
prophet Teiresias has been sent for; who, on his 
» hesitating to declare the truth, is reviled by 
8, until, stung by the reproaches, he declares him to 
murderer (853, 362). Cidipua enraged eecoeee 
of having plotted against hin , aNd Terretrad BVVOS, 
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added some mysterious hints about the further guilt of 
Cedipus, retires, led by his attendant; and Gidipus goes 
within the palace (880—462). Chorus refuses to believe 
these suspicions (463—5] 1). 

Scene 3. Creon enters to protest against the accusations 
of Gidipus, who, however, threatens him with death (628). 
The quarrel calls Jocasta forth (634); and by ber and the 
Chorus’ intervention Creon is allowed to depart (677). 

In the following Scene (4th) Jccasta tries to convince 
CEdipus that no confidence is to be placed in divination ; 
aiid gives as a proof the oracle that Laius was to die by 
his son’s hand, whereas in fact the son was exposed to 
death, and Laius was murdered by robbers (707—725). 
Her account of this murder however awakens C&dipus’ 
suspicions (726), as it answers so closely to the quarrel he 
had on his way from Delphi to Thebes; and hearing that 
one slave had escaped, he entreats that he may be sent for, 
and he tells his wife so much of his own life as he knew, 
viz. of his residence at Corinth down to his flight from 
thence and his quarrel on the road; and shews that the 
only disagreement in Jocasta’s account was that Laius was 
killed by robbers, whereas Cidipus was alone on the above 
occasion (842). This, however, leads Jocasta to speak 
scornfully of all oracles (857) The slave is sent for (862). 

The Chorus deprecates Jocasta’s impiety. 

Scene 5. There enters a Messenger from Corinth, who 
announces the death of Polybus; this confirms Jucasta’s 
disbelief in oracles; and CE&dipus believes himself clear 
from half of the danger threatened him by Apollo, viz. that 

4e should murder his father. But as he expresses his fear 
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lest the other half should still come true (976—988), viz. 
his incest with his mother, the Messenger (who happens to 
be the very man who took him as a child to Corinth) tells 
him that he was not son of Polybus and Merope, and re- 
lates what he himself knew of his exposure on Mount 
Citheron (1016—1046). It then appears also that the 
slave who exposed him was the same man who escaped at 
the murder of Laius; so CEdipus is the more anxious to 
see him; but Jocasta, who knew what she had done with 
_her child, has already caught the truth that the child was 
alive in Gidipus her husband, and in despair rushes out 
(1071). 

Chorus speculates on some divine origin of their king, 
who had been thus found on the mountain (1086—1109). 

Scene 6. The slave arrives and reluctantly tells Gidipus 
the rest of the story of his exposure; thus convincing him 
that he was Laius’ son, and that he had really fulfilled the 
dreaded oracle (1185). Exit Cidipus. 

Scene 7. Chorus having bewailed the changes of fortune 
(1186—1222), a Messenger enters and tells that Jocasta 
had hanged herself; and that Gsdipus, who had rushed 
frantic into the palace, seeing her, put out his eyes with 
her brooch (1287— 1285). 

Scene the last. Cidipus comes forth blinded. Creon, 
who now is left in charge of the State (1418), addresses 
him kindly, and sends him within the palace till the will 
of the gods should be known respecting him.
